Mesamore Kendall_Takes Possession of the Historic - House at 
* Dobbs Ferry, NewYork, Where Famous Military Parley Was-~- 
Held After Battles of the Revolution. Ended—May 


New. Yorks —A few days ago a young 
American’ heard that Washington's 
headquarters at Dobbs Ferry. would 
-be ‘sold within 24 hours to a brewer, 
who Intended ,to turn: this historic.
